[F. No. IPC/3/25/79].—The Import Policy for the period April, 1979- 
March, 1980 will be announced on the 1st May, 1979. 

2. Accordingly, it has been decided that :— 

(i) The provisions of the current policy for import of items under Open 
General Licence which expire on 31st March, 1979 will continue 
upto 30th April, 1979 ; 

(ii) All exports made upto 30th April, 1979 will qualify for Import Re¬ 

plenishment licences in terms of the current policy ; 

(iii) Advance Licences will continue to be granted upto 30th April, 1979, 
in accordance with the current policy ; 

(iv) The existing provisions for the import of emergency spares will 
continue ; 

(v) Canalising agencies will continue lo supply the respective items in 
accordance with the earlier registrations ; and 

(vjj Persons, who need to import any requirements under extra-ordinary 
circumstances during this period, may apply to the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports New Delhi. 

3. The provisions of the current policy relating to registration of contracts 
will continue to he available to Registered Exporters upto 30th April, 1979.
